[ircsent fossilized, hidebound apology 
for a government. The repairs are likely 
to occupy aa many weeks as they ouglit 
to have taken days, for in a job of such 
importance to tho travelling public, any 
live C. C. of L. & would have had 
such a force of men employed as would 
have done the work in the sliortest pos- 
sible lime limit. This unpardonable dis- 
regard to public interests obliges hack- 
men, tradesmen of all kinds, and every 
person whose business calls him to Es- 
i|uimalt, to travel about six miles round 
in order to avoid this bridge.
